THE RETURNS OPENED BY THE 
GBNBRAL ASSEMBLY, 


The Official Figures Show John B, Gordon Duly 
Elected—Regular Proceedings of the Senate 
end House—The Day Consumed in the ° 
Count of the Vote—M. & N. G, Bonds. 


Very little was done in the legislature yester- 
day aside from the reading of the governor's 


message and the opening and publishing of 
the state election returns. Those two things 
occupied the members and senators from ten 
in the morning until near five in the after: 
noon. A detailed report of the day’s doings 
will be found below.

THE PROCEEDINGS LN THE HOUSE “OF REPRE: 

SENTATIVES YESTERDAY. 

The house met at ten o’clock, Speaker Little 
presiding.

Mr: Ham, of Hall, offered a resolution pro- 
vicing fora joint committee to report what 
officers are to be elected by the legislature, 
Adopted.

Mr. Atkinson, of Coweta, offered a resolution 
providing for a joint session of the houe and 
senate at twelve o’clock to open the election 
returns, which was adopted.

The governor’s message was reported to the 
house through Mr. W. H. Harrison, of the 
executive ry Ho gen and was,on motion of 
Mr. Ham, of l, read by the clerk. [t will 
be found elsewhere in today’s CONsTITUTION. 

A supplemental message from the governor 
was read, transmitting papers in contested 
election cases from the counties of Houston, 
Glynn, Clay, Pike and Pierce. 

Mr. Ham, of Hall, offered a resolution di- 
recting the state librarian to furnish the 
members of the house with copies of the state 
code and of the journal of the last senate and 
house. This resolution was tabled on motion 
of Mr. Ham to allow him to see the librarian 
and ascertain if the copies of the code were 
available. 

Mr, Stewart, of Rockdale, chairman of the 
committee appointed on chaplain, reported 
that the services of Rev. Walter R. Branham, 
of Oxford, had been secured. The report was 
adopted.

President Davidson, of the senate, presided. 

The returns were brough ininan immense 
basket and were placed in front of the speak- 
er’s stand, 

Senator Davis, ofthe 3lst, moved that a 
committee of one from the senate and two 
from the house be appointed tocount the 
votes. The motion prevailed, and the presid- 
ing officer appointed as the committee Mr. 
Davis, of the senate, Mr. Huff and Mr, Heary 
of the house. 

Clerks Hardin and Hansell and Secretary 
Barris opened the returns by counties. 

The first envelope opened contained the re- 
turns from Brooks, and the vote in that county 
for governor was 624 for John B. Gordon. 

The opening of the returns continued until 
one o’clock, and at that hour an adjournment 
was had until threeo’clock. At three o’clock 

the work proceeded ard lasted until nearly 
five. When the long columns of.figures were 
footed up the total vote polled appeared to be 
116,298, and the total vote received by each 
candidate was as follows:

Mr. Berry found that 
Kirkpatrick was acting disbonestly with him, 
A shooting scrape occurred in which Mr. Berry 
almost fatally wounded Kirkpatrick. Kirk- 
patrick recovered and removed to Pales- 
tine, Texas, where he remained antil three 
yrars ego, when be went bo Sareveport and 
secured empleyment at A. dh Bogel’s 
store. Kirkpatrick was attentive to his basi- 
ness, but was a pecuiiar character and mule 
very few friends 

HIS LAIASON WITH MR3i FORD. 

In IST1. in the city of Shreveport, Miss A. 
I. McWilliams, the only child of Mr, Me- 
Williams, senior member of the banking 
frm of McWilliams, McCutcheon & Den 
ming, then a young girl of sixteen, became 
the wife of Dr. Ford.

cigar stand in the St. Charles street entrance 
of the saloon As he was about to cross the

RATES ON MANUFACTURES. 


Decision of the Railroad Commission on 
Circular 78. 


Parsuant to notice, as contained in circulsr 
No. 78, the railroad companies doing business 
within the state of Georgia, by their representa- 
tives, appeared before the commissioners on the 
26th Gay of October, 1886. 

It bad appeared to the commissioners that there 
Was an apparent inequality in the proportions re- 
celved by the railroad compauies on business 
Coming from points without the state to points 
within the state, and the amount allowed 
by the Ccommistioners on the same articles for the 
#am: distance between points within the state. 
The a)lusion made by the co mmissionersin circular 
number seventy-eight was confined to articles 
manufactured within the state of Georgia. 

From the statements presented by the represen- 
tatives ofthe railroad companies present on the 
day mentioned above, the following facts were 
elicited: , 

1, That the rates established by the railroad 
companies between what are desig- 
nated competitive points, or pooling 
powts, arein effect both ways, That is: an artic’e 
can be shipped from Macon or Atlanta to Cincia- 
nati at the same rate that the same article can be 
shipped from Cincianati to Atlanta or Macon. 

2, That the said railroad companies have made 
equally .s good, if not more favorable rates, on all 
manufactured artic.es from points in Georgls to 
points in adjacen: states, and in Louisiana, Texas, 
Missouri, and other western states. 

.8, Thet the said railroad companies have not 
only made fayoraple rates on the manufactured 
articles, but have given, ia almostall instances, 
liberal rates on the material used in the manufac 
ture of the articles, when brought from without 
the state. The commissioners are aware that some 
casts of apparently unjust discriminations exist in 
the rates between Certain’ points on various arti- 
cles, but they are cases that do not come within 
the jurisdic:ion of the commission, 

4, That the said railroad companies have assur- 
ed the commissioners most positively that it any 
cases Of upjust discrimination should be brought 
to their notice, either by the complaininn parties 
or by the commissioners, in the adjustment of their 
local or through traflics, they would use their ut- 
most power to correct such evil at once. 

In view of these considerations, the commis- 
sioners decided that they will not interfere with 
the present existing local freight tariff and classi- 
fication, except inso faras to insert certain ar- 
ticles not now contained therein, and to adjust 
the Class fication ofa number of articles that are 
now out of line with the existing state of busi- 
Dess, 


MARIETTA AND NORTH GEORGIA. 


Attorney General Anderson on the Surren- 
der of Bonds Held by the State, 

The amount of Marietta and North Georgia 
railroad bonds held bythe state is $66,000. In 
order to know whetber or not he should surrender 
them to the road, Treasurer Hardeman asked the 
advice of Attorney General Anderson. Yesterday, 
the attorney general made the following reply: 


Ai TURNEY GENERAL’S OFFICE, Atlanta, Ga., Nov. 
4, 1856.—Hon. R.U Harageman, State Treasurer— 
Sir: Upon apviication to me for advice respecting 
your duty as to surrendering the bonds of the Ma- 
rietta and North Georgia raliroad company, neces- 
sitaieés a Cconsiruction by me of the order of the 
poverbor on that subject. That order directs the 
rurrencer of the bonds s9 soon as the restraining 
o:der, which had theretofore been granted, was 
revoked and the —— prayed for in the bill 

James FP, Harrisou was refused, 
Not by Judge Fain 
ouly, any chancellor or _ court 
bavipvg the power to graut it. If Judge Fain, or 
avy oiber chancellor, had ordered an injunction to 
issue, the Company woula be entitled to a sarrean- 
dcr of the bonds "so soon’’ as it procured a rever- 
ssl of such order. Soalsothe claimant in the bill, 
i: would seem, is entitied to have the surrender of 
the bonds withbeld until he can have the order of 
the chan Ceilor refusing an injunction reviewed, if 
he war entitled to have action in the matter sus- 
penoed ata)l. 

You pave been officially advised that Judge Fatn 
bas revoked the restraining order heretofore 
granted by him, and that he has retused 
the injunction prayed for in the bill, on the ground 
that he bas no jurisdiction of the case, and it is 
nnocrtood that he deciined to take jurisdictioa 
because the judge of the circuit in which the Ma- 
rietta and North Georgia railroad cowpany is lo- 
cated, is not disqualified to sit in tne Case, as at 
firstalleged. You nave been notified by the aitor- 
beys Of Harrison, the complainant, that they hav. 
sued outa bill of exceptions to Judge Fain’s de- 
cision, and the judge nas certified tnat he has re- 
fused to grant a supersedeas. . 

Had the cave been-neard before a chancellor, 
having jurisdiction; I would entertain no doubdt 
whatever that your duty would be vo withhold tne 
delivery of the bond. to the compauy until an op 
_— unity wes given to have his rulings reviewed. 

y only doubt as to the advice I snonid give you 
bas gTuwnh out of the fact that an injuuction is 
being sought by an attempt to reverse a chancellor 
who bao no jurisdiction of the bill. The reasona- 
b:e prerumpiion, howeyer, is that the case will 
ultimateiy get before a chancellor, clothed wita 
lawful authority to att, orthat it will ba aban- 
dona; ana whilst am firmiy 
convinced thet the resolotions of the tast 
general assembly, relating to the bondsin ques- 
tion, areconsitutional aad that good faitn requires 
that the bonds should be surrencered as therein 
proviced, 1am aleo convinced that you shouid ta- 
terpose no obstacle to — proper eifurt to have the 
constitutionality of the leeislation refe to in- 
quired into and decided by the courts. [ am sure 
it war not the purpose of the governor's order that 
you should doso.

The military feature of the exercises con- 
nected with the inauguration is growing rap- 
idly in importance. Every day Captain Mil- 
ledge ia receiving letters from various portions 
of Georgia, announcing the intention of mil- 
itary companiestocometo Atlanta on Tnees- 
day. The companies that hayeso far signi- 
fied their intention of coming 
are the Branswick Rifles, forty-four men with 
a fine band, the Dahlonega Cadets, forty- fou:
